Dear Stakeholders - Attached is a draft letter to the Colorado Water Quality Control 
Commission (WQCC) for its upcoming Issues Scoping Hearing in Oct. WQCC holds two 
hearings prior to its basin rulemaking hearing which is on a five year cycle. In other words, 
every five years WQCC holds a rulemaking on standards in the San Juan and Dolores River 
basins. 


The Issues Scoping Hearing is designed to meet the requirements of the Clean Water Act to 
review water quality standards every three years. It is short, perfunctory meeting that allows 
people to know who might be proposing what at the rulemaking hearing in June 2017. The 
hearing may last less than an hour, and the commission generally takes no action. 


The next WQCC meeting on our basin will be the Issues Formulation Hearing in Nov. 2016 at 
which time WQCC will decide what issues it is willing to address at the rulemaking the next 
June.
